They 
uly tire at close range for a few minutes, 
hen throw away their guns, and, uttering 
errific screams and yells, charge madly 
Zainst the ranks of the enemy, using their 
arge, curiously shaped knives with a fury 
hat death alone willend. Even when shot 
iown and trampled under foot they will 
ight to the last gasp, stabbing blindly at 
heir assailants above, biting and tearing 
he legs of those standing over them. Defore 
soing into battle the amazons are given 
iberal quantities of rum, which gives them 
he frenzied tierceness and daring reckless- 
ues83 which always inarks their attacks. 

The uniform of the amazuns is a short 
sleeveless tunic of blue and white native 
sloth, with short, half-Turkish trousers and 
« curious headdress ornamented with horns. 
Nd and young, ugly or handsome, they 
sre allalike marvelous to see. As full of 
muscle as the male warriors, their attitude, 
x “set up,” is as well disciplined and 
correct. The leaders of each regiment are
